_ 16th instant, at three P. M. in latitude 44 deg. 53 mun. 
longitude 9 deg. §3 miu, west, we discovered three large sai) 
on the weather bow, evidently men of war, steering % E. 
with all sails set. [inumediately tacked, and stood under ¢asy 
sail with an intention to speak to the sternmost, or to follow 
them till day-ught, with a view to ascertain, their force. On 
auearer approach to the above ship she made the private si¢- 
nal; concluding from that the other two ships were enenues, 
{ made all possible sail in chace. At day-lighe | found her to be 
his Majesty’s ship Naiad,and another frigate in compaoy,which 
I took to be the Alcmene, and two large frigatesa-head. At 
seven the Naiad made a signal to pass the sternmost and stand 
on for the headmost At nine A.M. beig within random 
shot of the sternmost, § fired.a few guns in passing, which 
made her alter her course. At half past cleven the headmost 
ship bore up athwart us, at the distance of half nmiusket shot ; 
by the abiliticg and meritorious conduct of the oflicers, the 
steady spirit uud prompt obedience to my orders of the sea 
men and marines, with a weli-directed fire of twe broadsides 
from the Ethalion, and a ruaning fight ef an hour, exchanging 
bow and stern chaces, the latter part within half pistol-shot, 1 
had the pieasure of seeing her haul down Spanish colours to 
his Majesty’s ship under my eommand, 

She proves to be the ‘Thetis Spanish frigate, of 36 guns, 
twelve and six pounders, 250 men, commanded by Do: Juan 
de Mendoza, from Vera Cruz, bound to any port in Spain 
she could fetch, with 1,411,526 dollars, and a quantity of co- 
coa on board. I have the additional satisfaction to acquaint 
your Lordship, that not‘a single man is hurt on board the E- 
thalion. The. other Spanish frigate is called the Brigada, com- 
manded by Don Antonio Pillow, the same force and lading as 
the Thetis. The last time I saw the Naiad, which was just 
before the action took place, was neasly withiu gun-shot of 
her ; and I have no doubt of her being captured. 

I beg leave to recommend to your Lordship’s notice Lieu- 
tenant Pym, the senior officer; the able assistance | received 
from him on the quarter-deck, and his indefatigable exertions 
in shifting the wounded masts and yards on board the Thetts, 
do him the utmost credit. 1,cannot pass over in silence the 
praise due to Lieutenants Jauncey and Quilliam, for their 
great-atfention to the guns on the main-deck, nor that of Mr 
Ducker the niaster, and Lieutenant Peake of the marines, for 
their aid on the quarter-deck;.the warrant and petty officers, 
seamen, and marines, alsé merit your Lordsbip’s uotice.

] "4¥# great pleasure in being able to acquaint you, that the 
°~ ships named in the margin * (which your Lordship has 
done me the honour to put under my orders) captured yester- 
day morning, the Spanish frigate Santa Brigida, of 36 guns, 
and having on board 300 men, cemmanded by Don Antonio 
Pillou. 

This frigate, my Lord, in company with another called the 
Thetis, left Vera Cruz on the 21st August last, and I had the 
good fortune to fall in with them both, on the evening of the 
16th inst. in latitude 44 deg. 1 min. N. lon, 12 deg. 35 min. W. 
at eight P. M. the Najad, then a single ship, and to which I 
immediately gave chace; before midnight I discovered them 
to be vessels belonging to the enemy, and was joined by the 
Ethalion: when the day broke I was also joined by the Ale 
mene, when the Triton was discovered far a-stern still, owing 
to the ‘superior sailing of the latter ship; after a chace which 
lasted 32 hours, I set myself down as indebted for a most 
valuable capture. The two frigates at seven A. M. perceivin 
*themselvés not in a state to withstand our united force, too! 
different routes, upon which I made the Ethalion’s signals to 
pass the sternmost ship of the enemy, as she at that time took 
the lead in point of sailing, and stand for and engage the head- 
most vessel, which was obeyed .with that whew. « by Captain 
Young that I make no doubt but she has experienced a similar 
fate to her companion ; but as the Santa Brigida made a deter- 
minate push on a- southern course, a separation of course took 

lace. 
4 The latter frigate of the enemy having rounded Cape Fini- 
sterre on the morning of the 18th inst. by her fast sailing, a- 
bout five o’clock her commander shoved so very close to the 
rocks of Monte Lora, that the Triton, who was first in pur- 
suit, (Captain Gore being regardless of every thing but closing 
with the enemy,) struck upon the said rocks, going seven knots 
at the time. I fear h:r damage is considerable ; however she 
was soon off again, and commenced an animated fire on the 
enemy, as did Captain Digby, with an officer-like presence of 
mind keeping in that direction to cut off the entrance of Port 
de Vidre. At eight A. M. the three frigates closed with the 
enemy amidst the rocks of Commarurto, at the entrance of 
Muros,. when the colours were hauled down, aid we found 
ourselves all in foul ground together. A fortunate breeze 
sprang up from the shore, and we were enabled to put the 
ships heads to the sea, and begee to shift prisoners, when a 
Spanish squadron consisting of four large ships, one with a. 
broad pendant, came out of Vigo with an intention, I suppose 
of rescuing the prize. ; 
This being the opinions of Captains Gore and Digby also, 
every exertion wasjmade{to ‘secure the prisoners, and get 
the ships under my command ready to: receive them; but on 
their perceiving my determination. they bore up and ran into 
Vigo. Light and variable winds have kept me still in sight 
of the Spanish coast, which is to-day one continued blaze, and 
as I ‘was aware of another squadron of Spanish ships being in 
Corunna, have thought it my duty to keep all together for the 
ae of the prize, which is of immense value, having on 

oard one million four hundred-thousand dollars, independent 
ofa cargo of equalestimation. My companions in chace, Cap- 
tains Gore and Digby, make the niost favourable report of the 
zeal and perseverance of their respective officers and crews : 
and, in justice to the officers’ arid ship’s company I have the 
honour to command, I can only say; that their anxiety to get 
alongside of the enemy’s frigates whilst alone, was equal to 
what it was afterwards when my force became superior ; and 
on that, as on all former occasions, I profited by the able as- 
sistance of J. H. Marshall, my First Lieutenant, to whom I 
have given charge of the prize. Linclose a list of the killed 
and wounded on this occasion either by shot or-casualties.

Tou will please to lay before’ my I.ords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty copy of a letter trom Captain Branton, of the 
Speedy, relating: the destruction of three Spanish vessels he 
chaced on the 3d instant. It is but justice to this officer to 
observe, that his exertions and gallantry at all opportunities do 
him the highest honour. 
L have the houvus to be, &c. J. J. Duckworrn. 
Si R, Speedy, at sea, October 4- 
nave the honour to inform you, that yesterday, while running 
thro’ the Gut of Gibraltar in -ight of the Briush convoy, | 
observed a number of small vessels coming out of Aleeuras, and 
concluded they were Spanish gun-boats endeavouring to cut off 
some of the merchant ships; ! therefore steered fur them in 

- order to-keep them ay far as possible from the body of the fleet, 

but, upon our near approach, perceiving they were Spanish 

coasters (eight in number), under the protection of a cutter 
and schooner, made all sail in chace, and soon separated the 

two sternmost from the body; they ran under the guns of a 

castle which opened a fire upon us, and prevented our bringing 

them off. We continued the pursuit of the others, ‘passing 
onder the shot from Tariffe castle, and at four P. M. came up 

‘with four more ina bay to the eastward of Cape Tratalguar; 

one immediately anchored near a fort, and the other three 

under a castle which had but one gun mounted; as it blew 
very hegvy from the eastward, and being ona Icesshore, we 
could rot go as near them as [ could wish, but anchored within 
four cables length, and bringing owr guns to bear upon the 

r castle (which appeared to be in a very ruinous state, aud did 

not return ovr fire), and the vessels, in a short time compelled 

the Spaniards to abandon them all, first cutting their cables, by 
which means they drove on shore. I then sent Lieutenant 

Parker to endeavour to bring them off, and shortly after Mr 

Marsh}, the master, to assist; or, if that was not practicable, 

tu set them on fire; neither of which could be effected from 

the heavy surf breaking eacirely over them, and rendering the 
approach dangerous to the boats. They, however; boarded 
them, brought away some of their fireearms, threy the remain- 
der overboard, leaving them full of water and complete wreck: 

One vessel was laden with brandy and paper, one with English 

maoufactures, cutlery, hardware, &e. and the third in ballast. 

I beg leaveyto express the high satisfaction | trom 
the conduct of Lieutenant Parker in boarding the vessels un- 
der the walls of the castle, while exposed to musketry from 
the beach; also of Mr Ricketts, the purser, who was a vo- 
lunteer upon that service. Tc atten'ion of Mr Marshall, the 
master, to the anchoring his Majesty’s sloop, and the able as- 
sistance I have received from him upon former occasions, ren- 
ders him worthy of the fullest confidence.

Still, however, the ac- 
counts are not of quite fo late a date as thofe given on 
telegraphic authority in the French papers.—See Ex- 
tracts. 

The lines of the contending armies appear to have 
been broke and difunited in fuch a manner, during the 
engagements of the 25th and 26th of September, as to 
create feveral feparate corps on both fides The Auftro- 
Ruffians are now endeavouring to reunite themfelves, 
while the French, under apprehenfion of being furround- 


ed on three fides, fight defperatgly to prevent the juné-' 


tion of their adverfaries, which would render the fitua- 
tion of the French army extremely critical and dange- 
rous. 

Our readers will find a very important declaration 
made by the Estrrror of Russta.

The Arcupuke begins with noticing the uniform 
and unceafing exertions made by the deputies of the 
Empire at Raftadt, and the great facrifices which they 
offered to procure peace for the Empire ; and obferves, 
that if the French had’ been equally defirous of pramo- 
ting that important object, the pegociations would have 
been brought to a happy termination. 

The French Government had, however acted in a 
manner direétly repugnant to its own profeflions of pa- 
cification, and while the negociations were carrying on, 
had treated the molt folemn engagements with indiffe- 
rence, by levying the moft burthenfome contributions 
on the right and left bank of the Rhifie with the utmoft 
feverity of military execution, and by reforting to fa- 
mine to compel the furrender of the fortrefs of Ehren- 
breitftein. It had alfo, under the mafk of peace, per- 
fidioufly invaded the province of Suabia, and thus at- 
tempted to obtein a pofition in the heart of the Em- 

ire. ‘ 

His Royal Highnefs next adverts to the vigorous 
exertions and timely interference of the Imperial army 
in refcuing the different provinces from the dep: edations 
of France, and calls.upon the States to furnith fupplies 
in ready money, in corn forage, ferviceable horfes, linen, 
cloth, Jeather,.or any common articles ufeful to the fub- 
fiftence and fupport of the army by which they are 





protected. He trufts with confidence, that the inhabi- 
tants will alfo come forward individually, with free do- 
nations of the {ame nature, and propofes, that fuch as 
have neither ready money, nor articles in kind, will 
fend whatever effects they may have in gold and filver, 
to the Royal mint, for which they are to receive obli-
